Stock Judging School 
(Concluded from last week.) 


Tuesday evening two lectures were 
given, illustrated with Iancern views, 
Mr Bryco Wright gavo the summary 
of his twenty-one years’ experience in 
horse raising in Alberta, drawing at. 
tention to the numbers of good horses 
that have baen bred in the provincn 
and to the importance which Alberta 
ix gaining ag a horse producing coun 
try. It is neces ary that the farm, 
ers of the province have a yocd and 
uniform type, and then bend every 
energy towards tho production of that 
typo. Mr, MacRae outlined tho 
breeding, feeding and management 
of beef cattle.. He drew attention 
to the importance in this as in any 
other class of live stock of adhocing 
to one breed, of selecting and breed. 
ing up and of scientific foeding and 
careful managemont. Tho views il 
lustrating added much interest to 
what had been sail. 

Wednesday morning atacted with 
the scoring of aw Shropshire ram by 
Mr. Wright, followed hy judging 
clasves in mutton sheep, _ Fullowine 
this was a class of two bacon pirs 
conducted hy Mr. Mason for elaugh 
ter purposes, 

The afternoon began with scorin: 
& bacon pig by Mr, Hutton. Al. 
tention was brought to bear upon the 
peculiar type which produces the 
Wiltshire side, By growing the 
bacon hog we are then competing in 
a high class market which the thick 
fat hog of the corn belt of the Unit- 
ed States cannot touch and thus we 
are able to obtain a higher price for 
our pork, Following this wasa judg 
ing class of bacon hogs conducted by 
Mr. Mason. The breeds represented 
were Tamworth, Yorkshire and Berk- 
shire, On Wadnosday evening three 
lectures were given. Dairying in 
alberta by Mr. Munro in which he 
outlined the development of the dai- 
rying industry in this Province and 
the feeding, breeding and management 
of dairy cattle. ‘The bacon hog by 

Mr. Hutton in which the bacon in- 
dustry in [reland, Denmark and Can- 
ada wa3 discue;ad and the import— 
ance to this new country of fixing} 
upon a typo and following it careful 
y. 

The feeding, breeding and manage - 
ment of sheep by Mr. Mason in 
which the sheep industry was dis- 
cussed lavtern vie wa were used to il- 
lustrate the lectures, 

Thursday morning began with a 
class of dressed carcasses of mutton 
and pork which had been in the class 
room alive on the day provious as 
sheep and hogs.  Attontion was 
drawn to the valuable cuta and the 
importance of raising animals with a 
high percentage of those cute, Dairy 
attly was thea takon up by Messrs 
Hutton and Mason and in tho after. 
noon began tho classes in horses 
which proved to be the most interest- 
ing part of the week’s program. Mr. 
Wright scored a Clyde maro which 
drew attention to the dosirable fea- 
tures of » draft animal This was 
followed by a class of Clyde mares, 

From four to five o'clock a special 
class for public school pupils was con- 
ducted by Mr, Munro, This was 
the first where tha school has beon 
attended by boys and girls and teach- 
era and the result as judged from tho 
coinmeénts of thoso who were there 
was a decided success. 

The characteristics of the differont 
classes of live stock were outlined with 
the specimens there for demonstra 
tion, 

On Thursday evening a pub. 
lic meeting wis held in the Fire 
Hall, Vheroom was crowded to the 
doors and the large number of ladies 
present teatifled that men are not 
alone interested in the cause of agri- 
culture, Mr, G. H. Hutton, who haa 
been appointed as Superintendent of 


_ 


the Experimental Farm at Lacombe, 
outlined tho policy andthe purpose 
of that farm. Mr. H. A. Craig, Sup- 
erintendont of Fairs and Institutes, 
gave a solid but interesting lecture on 
tho value of Agricultural Education, 
basing his urguments on the great 
value which the institution at Guelph 
has been to all Canada. 

+ Mr. Munro gave a lively talk on the 
International Live Stock Exposition 
of Chicago and the stock yards of Chi- 
cago Whustrating bis remarks with 
sixty-{Jve lantern views. 

Mr, Mason outlived thu history of 
agriculture Iu Canada, A vote of 
thanks was tendered the staff and the 
meeting cloyed with the uational an- 
thom. 

Friday morning began with a class 
of Clydesdale Stallion conducted by 
Mr. Wright, in which the one shown 
by Dr. Dudgeon stood easily first. 


'Dr,, Dudgeon received high compli- 


menta from the stall on the quality of 
live stook whivh he oxhiblted and on 


@ron stallions by Mr. Hutton and then 
Nr. Craig gave «a demonstration on 
blemiches and unsoundnesses.

Craig, 
and the school was closed witha judg- 
tng contest held by Mr. Munro in 
which the winners were Master Lan- 
celot, Everetts and My.

Government Education Policy 

1n the announcement of the ed. 
ucational pol’cy of the govern- 
ment in the legislature, Premier 
Rutherford ex; lained the terms of 
his bill with respect to the taxation 
of lands for educational purposes 

The measure provides for tax 
ation of lands outside a regularly 
established scbool district at the 
rate of $200 per quarter section 
which will cease as soon as the land 
comes withina school district, By 
this measure, land speculators and 
land companies who hold large con- 


tracts of land, while the adjoining 


settlers, by there thrift and indus— 
iry increase the value of the non- 
resident holding, will pay a share 


of the taxes for education just as 


they are forced to pay local impro- 
vement tax, 

In this connection the premier 
made the important statement that 
the government have decided ‘to 
institute university classes in aris, 


agriculture, cagi: eering aud dom- 


estic science in the near future, 
and that a portion of the land tax 
will be devoted to promoting the 
interests of higher education in our 
province. The revenue derived 
from these sources will bea sup- 
plementary grant to the grants 
already paid to the schools uader 
the school grants ordinance. 

Hereafter tha high school grant 
will be given to schoola where a 
room is devoted exclusively to stan- 
dards above the fifth with a daily 
attendance of 15, During this 
year $1,25 per school day will be 
paid. In addition each district 
maintsining more than one or 
‘more rooms above the fifth stan- 
dard will receive a gra’st not to ex- 
ceed $100, 

It is expected that the revenue 
derived this year from the land 
tax will be over $25,000. | 

The government had carried on 
a& progressive policy in education. 
During.1906, 144 new school dis- 
tricts had been organized. At the 
beginning of the year there was 
591 organized. school districts in 
the province, and now there is 742. 
The government hoped to erect as 
maany more this year. 

The tax when collected shall be 
deposited with the provincial treas- 
urer fog edycatjonal pyrpogeg as 
follows: — 

Twenty percent. should be ap- 
propriated towards the support 
and maintenanea of the provincial 
university, inclading the agricul. 
tural college. 

Fifteen per cent. of such taxes 
should ba used in providing for. an 
initial grant to each schvol district 
organized under the provisions of 
the school ordinance and amend- 
ments thereto from lands subject 
to taxation under this Act. 

Fifteen per cent. of such taxes 
should be appropiated towards the 
support and maintenance of such 
schoole organized under the school 
ordinance as maintain one or more 
rooms exclusively for pupils in 
standards above the fifth, pro- 
vided the averaye attendance in 
each of such rooms classified in 
accord..nce with the regu ations of 
the department of education was 
at least fifteen, and that each of 
such rooms was in charge of a 
teacher holding a valid teacher's 
certificate from the department of 
education, 

Fifty per cent. of such taxes 
should be appropriated towards the 
support and maintenance of the 
schools within the province oryan- 
ized under the provisions of the 
school ordinance. 


It is proposed to advance to each 
new diatrict organiz2d under the 
provisions of the schoo! ordinance 
an initial grant of $50 This 
would enable the board of the 
newly formed district ty carry on 
the preliminary busiuess of the 
district untilauch time as an as- 
sessment might be made and dis: 
trict fands become available. 


Tn view of the fact that the gov- 
ernment would deal so liberally 
with the schools a condition was 
imposed that the high 
should be free to all pupils, 


The premier also stated that now 
readers would ba iutrodueed {uta 
the schools of Albarta, The new 
readers weuld boa more attractive 
and 3ndorsed by the bost educat- 
ionaljsts in the country, 


In conclusion the premier said 
the intention of goverment was to 
pursue 8n aggressive and forward 
policyin the advancement of the 
educational interest of Alberta, to
